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INTRODUCTION 


This is the first edition of the Canada Manpower 
Bulletin. It aims at providing a monthly manpower information 
and analysis service. The bulletin will include timely comments 
on major labour market developments, a small compendium of 
manpower statistics and other related economic indicators, and a 


continuing series of graphs. 


The Canada Manpower Bulletin is meant to complement 
the Canada Manpower Review which, because of the length of 
time required for its preparation, will be published less 
frequently than the Bulletin. The detailed analysis of the 
labour market will, however, continue to be done in the 


Canada Manpower Review. 


SUMMARY OF MANPOWER CONDITIONS 


Aggregate Demand 


Aggregate demand in Canada increased in the first half of 1968. 
This was a significant development since it followed a "pause" in economic 
growth in 1967. The seasonally adjusted annual rate of Gross National 
Expenditures in the second quarter of 1968 was 7 per cent higher than the 
actual expenditures in 1967. However, the increase in employment generated 
by the increase in aggregate demand was unable to keep pace with the growth 
of the nation's labour force. 

This may have been due, in part, to the nature of increase in 
aggregate demand. The growth in exports, which accounted for 40 per cent 
of the increase in G N E was however, largely in iron and steel, and 
automotive products. The relevant industries, taken together, are not 
especially labour intensive. 

The prospects of an expansion of demand are good. The latest 
survey of capital spending intentions indicates that business will increase 
capital spending by 8 per cent during 1969, compared to 2 per cent in 1968. 
Other favourable developments were an increase in consumer demand in the 
third quarter and a substantial increase in industrial production. 
Industrial production increased 4.2 per cent in the first nine months of 
the year (over 1 per cent during September alone ) compared with 3.8 per cent 
in all of 1967. Exports, which were expected to taper off during the last 
few months, increased by 25 per cent during October, with a large gain in 
sales to the U.S. A continuation of strength in these indicators augurs 
well for economic growth in the months ahead. The question, however, is 
whether the resulting growth in employment will be strong enough to absorb 


the additions to the labour force. 


Demand for Manpower 


Higher levels of investment and consumer demand during the third 
quarter were reflected in the steady level of total employment during October. 
Usually employment declines during this month. While total employment did 
not change much during October, the components of the total experienced 
several offsetting changes. Female employment increased by 18,000 with the 
bulk of the increase occurring in the service industries; but male employment 
in the goods-producing industries declined by a similar amount. 

Agriculture, manufacturing and transportation, communications and 
other utilities registered the largest declines in employment during the month. 
Compensating for these declines were increases in most of the service industries, 
with trade and community, business and personal service experiencing the 
largest gains. 

There were, however, significant changes in the regions. 

Employment in Ontario and the Prairie Regions increased by 36,000, while in 

the Atlantic and Quebec Regions it declined by a slightly larger amount. 

The declines in the Atlantic and Quebec Regions were larger than seasonal. 

The increase in employment in the Prairie Region was also larger than 

seasonal because the harvesting of this year's crop was delayed by wet 

weather. It was harvested in October this year. Employment remained virtually 
unchanged in the Pacific Region. 

In Ontario and the Prairies, the bulk of the employment increase 
occurred in the service industries, while seasonal declines in agriculture 
and manufacturing accounted for much of the drop in employment in the 


Atlantic and Quebec Regions. 


Comparing this year with last year, growth in employment has been 
about half that of 1967. There has, however, been some improvement during 
the last two months. October estimates show a year-over-year increase in 
employment of 3.6 per cent, the largest such increase this year. 

Much of the year-over-year increase in employment in October was 
provided by the service industries. Community, business and personal services 
led the way with an increase of over 8 per cent. In addition, there were 
increases in construction and manufacturing, both of which had experienced 


employment declines throughout most of 1968. 


Occupational Shortages 


The rapid rate of growth in the service industries has been 
creating un-met demand in some service occupations. Of the twenty-two 
occupations in greatest demand during October, fourteen of these were 
service occupations. Domestic maids, registered nurses and real estate 
salesmen were among the occupations in greatest demand, as they have been 
for some months. Of the remaining eight occupations in greatest demand, 
four were in the tradesmen category - carpenters, plumbers, electricians 
and bricklayers; two were in primary occupations - timber cutters and miners, 
and the other two were garment and non-garment sewing machine operators in the 


manufacturing industry. (See Table 5 ). 


Earnings and Wages 


Trends in earnings and wages have generally reflected the conditions 
of demand for labour this year. With the demand for manufacturing employment 
showing some signs of revival, average weekly wages in manufacturing rose 


substantially between August and September. Average hourly earnings also 


increased during the same period. ( See Chart 5). 

During the first nine months of 1968 average weekly wages have 
increased about 7.3 per cent over the same period last year. At the same 
time, average hourly earnings increased a little less, 7.2 per cent, ona 
year-over-year basis. The year-over-year increases in both weekly wages 


and hourly earnings for September were among the highest recorded this year. 


Supply of Manpower 


The immediate supply adjustment to the recent strengthening of 
demand for manpower occurred in the form of increased hours of work. After 
a series of consecutive declines in average weekly hours of work in 
manufacturing from April to July, substantial increases in September brought 
average weekly hours to the highest level since November 1966. The adjustment 
is also apparent in a greater flow of women workers into employment. The total 
Canadian labour force also increased by an above-average amount between September 
and October. Virtually all of the increase was accounted for by women in the 
14 - 19, and 25 - 44 year age groups. All other labour force age groups 
declined during the month. 

Ontario, Prairies and Pacific Region were responsible for the 
over-all increase in labour force since September. The greatest part of the 
increase occurred in Ontario, where there were 29,000 entrants. 

The labour force in the first ten months of 1968 averaged 2.8 per cent 
above the level of the same period last year. This was smaller than the very 
substantial growth (3.7 per cent) in 1967. By way of comparison, the labour 
force growth rate for the past ten years was 2.5 per cent. 

The slowing down of the growth of labour force was most noticeable 
in Quebec. For the first ten months of this year the labour force in this 


province was up 1.2 per cent over the same period last year. The comparable 


growth rate for the same periods from 1966 to 1967 was 4.1 per cent. 

Part of the explanation for slower labour force growth this 
year can be attributed to the discouragement effect. Fewer persons 
entered the labour force because there were fewer employment opportunities. 
Immigration has also declined; in the first nine months of 1968 those 
destined to the labour force were 26 per cent fewer than in the corresponding 
period last year - an average of 7,800 immigrants per month, compared to 


10,500 per month. 


Unemp loyment 


In contrast to the steady level of employment in the September- 
October period was the addition of 26,000 to the ranks of the unemployed. 
Almost all of this increase was accounted for by a rise in the number of 
unemployed men, largely a reflection of seasonal employment declines in 
agriculture and manufacturing. 

The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate which had reached a 
five year high of 5.5 per cent in June, declined, over the summer, to 
4.8 per cent in September. In October, however, the rate increased again 
to 5.1 per cent. On average, unemployment rates in 1968 have been running 


about one percentage point higher than those of 1967.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Canada Manpower Bulletin attempts 
to provide a monthly manpower information and 
analysis service. The bulletin includes brief 
comments on current labour market developments, 
a small compendium of manpower statistics and 
other related economic indicators, and a series 
of illustrative charts. 
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AGGREGATE DEMAND 


The total demand for goods and services continued to increase in 
the third quarter of 1968. The Gross National Expenditure reached a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate of $67.6 billion, 2 per cent higher than 
it was in the second quarter. After allowing for price increase, the real 
growth was, however, 1.1 per cent, slightly less than the 1.3 per cent 
increase in the preceding quarter. Since the fourth quarter of 1967, 
Gross National Expenditure, in real terms, has increased by 4.5 per cent 
altogether. It may be noted that the Economic Council has suggested the 
goal of 5.0 per cent average growth for Canada during 1965-70. It appears 
that this goal will be surpassed this year. 


Much of the growth this year stems from an expansion in exports. 
During the first 11 months of this year exports were 19 per cent higher 
than in the same period last year. Much of the increased volume, 
composed largely of iron and steel and automotive products, was destined 
to the United States, where the high rate of economic expansion, set 
earlier in the year, was being maintained. Investment in residential 
construction was also a significant factor in the growth, particularly 
in the first half of the year. In addition, investment in machinery and 
equipment showed a strong increase in the third quarter of this year. 


Consumer expenditures contributed only marginally to the growth 
of aggregate demand in the first half of the year. A sharp reversal 
occurred in the third quarter when consumer expenditures increased by 
3.5 per cent. Much of the increase occurred in durables, especially 
automobiles. 


The outlook for 1969 appears favourable on the basis of the 
reports received so far. According to the Department of Trade and 
Commerce Preliminary Survey of Capital Investment Intentions, business 
investment in 1969 is expected to expand by 8 per cent, compared with a 
modest 2 per cent growth in 1968. Construction contracts awarded during 
October, the third highest this year, may be the forerunner of increased 
construction activity in the months ahead. Industrial production is also 
showing strength. In 1967 it increased by 4 per cent; but in the first 
ten months of 1968 it had already registered a gain of 6 per cent. 

There is reason to believe this trend will continue into 1969. 


Consumer expenditures are expected to expand in 1969 because of 
rising growth of personal income, and some pent-up demand as indicated 
by the MacLean-Hunter survey of consumer buying intentions, which showed 
the third largest third-to-fourth quarter increase in buying plans in 
seven years. The faster growth in consumer expenditures coupled with the 
projected growth in capital spending should outweigh a slower growth in 
exports predicted for next year. 
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DEMAND FOR MANPOWER 


Developments During the Month 


The demand for manpower remained quite strong between October 
and November. The employment-effects of the seasonal declines in 
agriculture and construction were much milder this year than in the 
past several years; so much so that the seasonally adjusted estimate 
of total employment in Canada increased by 73,000 or 1 per cent.

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As has been the case over the past few months, the number of men 
employed declined, while the number of employed women increased. The 
decline of 64,000 in male employment was in sharp contrast with the rise 
of 34,000 in female employment. All of the increase in women's employment 
occurred in the 14-19 and 25-44 year age groups, while the decline in 
men's employed applied to all age groups. 


The largest increase in women's employment occurred in trade 
(29,000), while the largest decline in male employment occurred in 
agriculture (38,000). 


The total increase of 41,000 in trade employment was associated 
with the seasonal upswing in both wholesale and retail sales related 
to the holiday season. The declines in agriculture (54,000) and 
construction (20,000) were also seasonal as the harvest period ended and 
colder weather set in. 


For the regions, the employment developments during the month 
conformed largely to the developments for Canada as a whole. The exception 
was Ontario, where employment increased by 19,000, largely as a result of 
increased activity in durable manufacturing. On a seasonally adjusted 
basis all regions improved their employment situation to some extent during 
the month. 


Present Position Relative to Last Year 


Employment growth in recent months has picked up significantly, 
relative to the earlier part of the year. In the first eleven months of 
this year employment averaged 2 per cent above the level of last year. 

This is considerably below the year-over-year gain of 3.4 per cent recorded 
for 1967. As is usual, the growth in employment this year did not touch 
all regions. There were marked regional disparities. While in each of the 
Ontario, Prairie and Pacific Regions employed increased by over 3 per cent, 
there was virtually no gain in the Atlantic and Quebec Regions. In some 
months of this year employment in the Atlantic and Quebec Regions was below 
the levels, of last year. 


In October and November there was a significant strengthening of 
the employment situation. In both of these months, employment was 3.6 per cent 
higher than the same months last year. These were the largest year-over-year 
gains of the current year. Ontario and the Prairie Regions contributed the 
bulk of the growth in total employment, but the Atlantic and Quebec Regions 
did not share in this increase. 
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Trends in Industrial and Occupational Employment _ 


The service industries continue to supply employment opportunities, 
particularly for women, while the goods-producing industries in which the 
large majority of employees are men, have failed to expand employment 
opportunities in line with growth in the male labour force. Only in the 
Jast two months has manufacturing shown some revival in employment. Over 
the past two years, employment indexes for goods producing industries have 
shown either slight growth or declines, while the service industries show 
substantial growth in employment over the same period. 


Just as certain industries have provided few employment opportunities 
this year, so have the occupational groups in these industries shown slower 
growth or declines. Of particular note is the 1 per cent decline in the 
craftsmen,production process and related workers during the first ten months 
of this year, compared with an average annual increase of 4.6 per cent over 
the 1963-1967 period. This decline corresponds with the sluggish performance 
of manufacturing and construction this year. Labourers and unskilled workers 
are another important group to note. After an average annual growth of 
1.3 per cent over the 1963-1967 period, employment in this group declined by 
over 2 per cent during the first 10 months of this year. The fastest growing 
occupational groups over the past five years have been the professional and 
technical workers, the service and recreation and the clerical groups. These 
groups continue to maintain their growth in 1968. 


Earnings and Wages 


Over the past two years the rate of growth in average weekly wages 
in manufacturing has increased and continues to increase through 1968. 
Average weekly wages grew by 5.5 per cent in 1966, and by 5.7 per cent in 
1967. During the first nine months of the current year, the year-over-year 
growth in weekly wages averaged 7.3 per cent. In September the year-over-year 
change reached 8.3 per cent, one of the largest year-over-year increases on 
record. 


Average hourly earnings accounted for most of the increase in wages 
this year, increasing an average of 7.2 per cent over last year. In August 
and September hourly earnings were 7.9 per cent and 7.8 per cent higher than 
in the same months last year. 


While by far the largest part of this year's growth in manufacturing 
wages resulted from increases in average hourly earnings, the average 
number of hours worked per week was also larger than for the corresponding 
period a year ago. In September the average weekly hours worked reached 
41.0 hours, the highest since November 1966. This shows renewed strength 
in manufacturing in recent months. 
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SUPPLY OF MANPOWER 


The supply of manpower, as expressed by the number of persons in the 
labour force, increased by 20,000 during the October-November period to reach 
a level of 8,015,000. This increase in the labour force is rather unusual 
for this time of the year, as declines have occurred during the period in 
8 of the past 10 years. On average, the labour force declines by close to 
30,000 at this time of year. 


The net increase in the labour force was the result of a gain of 
30,000 female labour force entrants, and a decline of 10,000 men. These 
changes reflect the increase in women's employment in the service industries 
during the month, and the decline in male employment, particularly in 
agriculture. 


In the regions, only Ontario and the Pacific experienced increases 
in the labour force. These two regions were also the only regions to 
increase employment during the month, although by an amount smaller than 
the increase in labour force. The Atlantic and Quebec Regions experienced 
modest declines during the month, while the size of the Prairies labour 
force remained unchanged. 


The year-over-year increase in labour force amounted to 317,000, 
a 4.1 per cent increase over November 1967. This was the largest year-over- 
year increase this year and compares with an average increase of 2.8 per cent 
for the first 10 months of the year. The labour force growth for 1967 was 
>./,per. cent. 


Immigrants destined to the labour force in the first three quarters 
of this year numbered 71,000, or 25 per cent fewer than during the same 
period a year ago. Higher unemployment during the current year may have 
accounted for part of the slow-down in immigration. 


UNEMP LOYMENT 


The number of unemployed persons in Canada increased seasonally 
by 50,000 during the October-November period, bringing total unemployment to 
a level of 338,000. This increase resulted from a seasonal decline of 
30,000 in employment and an increase of 20,000 in the labour force. When 
the effects of seasonal movements were removed, the seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate declined slightly to 4.9 per cent from 5.1 per cent in 
October.

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While all regions experienced an increase in the number of 
unemployed, Quebec had by far the largest increase, and contributed greatly 
to the high unemployment rate for Canada. The actual unemployment rate for 
Quebec, Atlantic and Prairie Regions increased by about one percentage point, 
while Ontario and the Pacific had much smaller increases. These changes 
left two regions, Atlantic and Quebec with actual unemployment rates over 
6 per cent, while the Pacific Region was close to this level. Ontario and 
the Prairie Regions maintained rates below 3 per cent. 


Unemployment levels have remained persistently higher than 
in 1967 throughout this year. They rose sharply in the summer months 
due to the large influx of students into the labour market, but 
returned to earlier levels after the re-opening of schools. The 
average actual unemployment rate in the first eleven months of 1968 
was 4.9 per cent, compared to the annual average of 4.1 per cent in 
1907 5*ang 5.0 per’ Cent 1n 1966. 


It is noteworthy that since unemployment began increasing 
in the spring of 1966, occupational and industrial groups have virtually 
maintained their relative shares of the total unemployed. In the 
occupational groups labourers and craftsmen, production process and 
related workers continue to experience the highest rates of unemployment, 
while office and professional workers experience by far the lowest rate. 
Construction and manufacturing have the highest unemployment rate among 
industrial groups, while services experience the lowest incidence of 
unemployment.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Canada Manpower Bulletin attempts 
to provide a monthly manpower information and 
analysis service. The bulletin includes brief 
comments on current labour market developments, 
a small compendium of manpower statistics and 
other related economic indicators, and a series 
Of Alustrative charts. 


AGGREGATE DEMAND 


A number of monthly economic indicators seem to suggest 
that the strength displayed by the economy in the third quarter 
of 1968, was being maintained. Investment continued to gain 
strength after a lack-lustre performance during the summer months. 
Total housing starts rose from an annual rate of 213,000 in October, 
to over 240,000 in both November and December. This was a considerable 
improvement over the third quarter. Non-residential and engineering 
contract awards reached their highest seasonally adjusted level in 
November, which augurs well for investment in 1969. According to a 
preliminary forecast by the Department of Trade and Commerce, business 
investment in 1969 is expected to increase by 8 per cent. 


Industrial production also continued to show strength during 
October with an advance of 0.7 per cent. Manufacturing was the 
principal contributor to October's growth in industrial production. 
The manufacturing of durable goods, particularly automobiles, has 
been increasing for a few months. In October, the production of 
non-durable goods also showed some gain. Pulp and paper made a 
major contribution to the production of non-durable goods during 
that month. 


Retail trade experienced substantial year-over-year and 
month-to-month gains during October. This is evidence that the 
expected expansion of consumer expenditures into the fourth quarter 
of 1968 has occurred. 


THE EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 


Developments During the Month 


The main development of the month was the rather large drop of 
110,000 in the number of employed persons in Canada. Two-thirds of these 
withdrew from the labour force. The increase in the number of workers 
looking for jobs was about average for this time of year. 


While a reduction in employment is quite common at this time of 
the year, the size of the decrease between November and December was 
unusually large. In view of the recent strength shown by other economic 
indicators, it is doubtful that this represents a basic deterioration 
in the employment situation. For one thing, one of the likely reasons 
for the unusually large employment decline in this period was that 
agriculture and other seasonal activities continued much later than in 
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previous years. Consequently, many of those who would normally lose 
their seasonal jobs early in November continued working a good deal 
laber. 


A second and technical reason for the apparent large drop in 
employment is the fact that the December Labour Force Survey was 
conducted a week later than the year before. Since seasonal layoffs 
tend to inerease ds winter progresses, tie, later tie survey is Taken, 
the greater is tie recorded ciiployment decrease.

As one would expect, winter conditions had their largest impact 
on employment in agriculture. Some of the reduction in agricultural 
employment normally occurs earlier during the year, but last fall, delays 
in harvesting shifted it to December. These delays were the result of 
unseasonally heavy rainfall at the beginning of the harvesting season, 
which affected the wheat harvest, fruit and mixed farming, canning and 
other food processing industries. Seasonal declines were also reported 
in construction and many other industries. Transportation, communication 
and other utilities were the only major exceptions. 


Bens 


Employment of craftsmen, production process and related workers 
declined by 77,000 between November and December. This large occupational 
group contains many kinds of workers. Some carpenters, painters, brick- 
layers and operators of earth-moving and other construction machinery are 
likely to be affected by weather conditions. Nevertheless, many other 
craftsmen and production process workers are employed indoors, and are 
not much affected by winter. Part of the decline in this latter group 
can be explained by the fact that some non-durables, particularly foods 
and beverages, have been experiencing a slow-down of activity. 


Present Position Relative to Last Year 


While the average employment growth for 1968 as a whole, was small 
relative to the previous two years, there was significant strengthening in 
the last quarter of the year. At seasonally-adjusted annual rates, the 
employment increase in the fourth quarter was 3.4 per cent, which compares 
favourably with employment growth in 1967. 


The year 1968 was, on average, a year of slow employment growth. 
The 2.1 per cent growth in 1968 was considerably lower than the 3.2 per cent 
in 1967, or the 4.2 per cent in 1966. It is worth noting that, notwithstanding 
a slowing down of labour force growth in 1967 and 1968, employment growth 
did not keep pace with the growth of labour force in these two years. 
The following figures illustrate this point.

Employment growth varied from industry to industry in 1968. 
Throughout 1968, and even before, community, business and personal service 
industries increased much faster than any other group of industries. 

The manufacturing industries which are the second largest employer of the 
Canadian labour force, have been experiencing increasing year-over-year 
gains in employment since November. The manufacturing of durable goods 
has been the source of this strength. 


Unemployment 


Unemployment remained high in December. A seasonal increase of 
35,000 in the number of unemployed persons brought the unemployment 
total to 373,000. The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate, at 
4.8 per cent of the labour force, was only fractionally better than the 
4.9 per cent in the preceding month. The Canadian unemployment rate 
continues to compare unfavourably with the unemployment rate in the 
United States. The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate in the United 


States remained unchanged at 3.3 per cent of the labour force in November 
and December.

The increase in unemployment is, partly, related to the large 
increase in the younger members of the labour force who have always had 
higher unemployment rates than other age groups. As a consequence of 
the baby-boom of post-war years, the number of teenagers and young 
adjults 20-24 years of age, has been increasing faster than that of 
other age groups. Another reason for the high level of unemployment 
is that employment among men 25-64 (who form the bulk of the labour 
force) has grown relatively slowly. 
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Wages and Earnings 


Earnings and wages of hourly rated workers in manufacturing have 
been increasing rapidly in 1968. Average weekly wages continued to 
increase during October, bringing the average year-over-year increase 
for the first 10 months of the year to 7.4 per cent. This compares with 
the amual increases of 5:5 per cent ‘in 1966 and 5.7 per cent in 1967. 


The year-over-year increase of 8 per cent during October was the third 
highest this year.

Most of the increase in weekly wages was due to an increase in 
hourly earnings. The hourly earnings increased by 7.2 per cent during 
the first ten months of 1968, compared to the same period in 1967. The 
balance of the increase in weekly wages was a result of a slight increase 
in average weekly hours worked.

As has been the case for many years, immigrants destined to the labour force 
tended to be concentrated in "manufacturing and mechanical" and "professional 
and technical" occupations. These two groups comprised over half of the 
additions to the labour force stemming from immigration during the first nine 
months of 1968. Since the largest part of manufacturing and professional 
employment opportunities are concentrated in Ontario and Quebec, these regions 
attract a much larger proportion of immigrants than the rest of Canada.

ECONOMIC OUTLOOK 


The economic and employment outlook in 1969 is closely related to 
events of the recent past. Placed in their proper perspective they 
have a beginning in the economic expansion which got under way in the 
first quarter of 1961. It has lasted longer than any previous 
expansion in the post-war period. In 1963, it started gathering 
momentum and by 1965, fears of over-heating in the economy were wide- 
spread. The year 1966 witnessed a phenomenal growth of 11.0 per cent 
in Canada's gross national product. Even after allowing for a large 
price increase, the real growth was 6.5 per cent. Obviously, a 
continuation of growth at that rate of speed was not likely. 


The year that followed saw a slowing of pace.) In 1967, the’ sross 
national product increased by 6.8 per cent. In real terms the growth 
was only 2.8 per cent. However, economic conditions began to improve 
again in 1968, and sizeable advances were recorded in each quarter of 
that year. Although data for the full year are not yet available, it is 
possible to suggest the order of size of growth in the value of the G.N.P. 
It is generally felt that the G.N.P. would increase by about 7.9 per cent 
in 1968. Assuming a 3.5 per cent increase in prices, the real G.N.P. may 
be up by 4.4 per cent. 


The outlook for 1969 depends on a number of uncertainties. With an 
open economy like Canada's, we are exposed to many international 
influences. It is too difficult to predict the outcome of such inter- 
national events as the Paris peace talks, or the deliberations concerning 
the international monetary system; yet these developments affect our 
economic well-being. We are also affected by economic developments in 
the United States. Our closest neighbour is moving into 1969 in the midst 
of an economic boom. In fact, for several months, U. S. economists have 
been concerned with the fast rate at which their economy has been moving. 
Like us, they too have been worried about the rapid rise in prices. Both 
countries have adopted several fiscal and monetary measures to promote 
economic growth without creating excessive price pressures. Canada is also 
keeping tight control over government spending. 


Nevertheless, the business sector of the economy is quite buoyant. 
A survey of some 150 large companies, conducted last fall, indicated that 
these companies planned to increase their capital investment in Canada by 
8 per cent. Manufacturing firms, and electric power companies will be the 
largest contributors to this growth. In addition, proposed changes in the 
National Housing Act are more than likely to provide an extra fillip to 
investment in housing. 


The outcome of these opposing tendencies - fiscal and monetary 
restraints on one hand and business buoyancy on the other - cannot be 
predicted with any degree of accuracy. However, most economists seem 
to think that economic growth. in 1969 will be very similar to that of 1968. 

A 4 to 5 per cent increase in G.N.P. in real terms seems to be the concensus. 
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Turning now to employment, the slowing down of the rate of economic 
growth in 1967 brought about a smaller gain in employment during that 
year than in the preceding three years. Employment gains remained modest 
during the early part of 1968, but the beginning of the fall saw a 
significant strengthening of the employment situation. The main sources of 
this strength in recent months have been service industries, durable 
manufacturing, construction and trade. 


If these trends continue, and the anticipated business capital 
investment takes place, the employment increase in 1969 should exceed 
the 2.1 per cent ‘gain jachieved, in 1968: 


The gain in employment has not kept pace with the rise in the labour 
force last year. Unemployment averaged 4.8 per cent of the labour force in 
1968. This represents an increase over the previous year, though not as 
great as many people thought it would be. 


Given relatively large numbers of young people who will reach working 
age in 1969, and the present rate of immigration, it is clear that the 
labour force will continue to grow at a high rate in 1969. Whether this 
will mean a further rise in unemployment will depend largely on the strength 
and duration of the present employment upsurge. 
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CURRENT DEMAND FACTORS 


The Canadian economy continued to remain buoyant in recent months. 
Several major economic indicators registered gains. Among the strong 
Signs, industrial production continued to trend upward during December. 
All of the December gain relates to advances made in non-durable 
manufacturing. Durable manufacturing, which had increased faster than 
non-durables in the third quarter, showed little gain as a result of a 
decline (seasonally adjusted) in automobile production. 


Construction activity also continues to show strength. In January 
the seasonally adjusted annual rate of housing starts increased for the 
fourth month in a row. At 243,000, this rate was at a record level. 
Contract awards for non-residential construction also showed strong increases 
in the last three months of 1968, after a hesitant third quarter. In 
December contracts reached a seasonally adjusted level of $452 million, 
the highest monthly total of the year. 


Both external and domestic trade showed increased strength at the 
year end. Exports in December were up 22 per cent over the same month 
last year, compared with an increase for the year as a whole of 19 Per cent: 
Imports also increased, by 24 per cent over the December 1967 level. The 
increase in imports for 1968 as a whole was 13.5 per cent. Retail trade 
was strong in November and December with year-over-year increases of about 
10 per cent in both months. Much of this increase can be attributed to 
the purchase of furniture and appliances related to increased housing 
starts, as well as automobile sales at the beginning of the model year. 


Along with the expansion of the economy, prices kept rising. The 
consumer price index registered a year-over-year increase of 3.8 Demrcenc 
in January, slightly lower than the December increase of 4.1 DeEGecent., 

The over-all increase in 1968 was also 4.1 per cent. 

As shown in the following table, the higher rate of price increase in 

1968 was a continuation of a trend established over the past few years. 


Whether the decline in January signifies a reversal of this trend in 1969 
is yet to be seen.

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The persistence of inflationary pressures in both Canada and the 
United States has become a subject of major concern in both of these 
countries. This concern led to an increase in the Federal Reserve rate 
during December. That action was followed by an increase in the Bank 
Rate in Canada, which in turn stimulated an increase in the prime 
lending rate charged by chartered banks in this country. The resulting 
increase in the cost of borrowing as well as the restriction of monetary 
expansion is expected to reduce the growth in the demand for, and 
supply of funds, and ultimately reduce that upward pressure on prices 
caused by the high demand for goods purchased with borrowed funds.

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CURRENT EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 


Developments During the Month 


The developments between December and January re-inforced the views 
expressed in previous months, that the employment situation in Canada 
was improving. The drop in employment was one of the smallest on record 
for the time of year. In fact, the seasonally adjusted estimate of 
employment showed a considerable gain since December. As shown by the 
following statistics, in seasonally adjusted terms, an upward trend has, 
generally, prevailed during the last six months.

The largest decline during the month occurred in trade. This was 
related to the slackening of the retail trade at the end of the Christmas 
season. It may be recalled that employment in trade had registered 
large gains in October and November in order to meet the demand for 
Christmas buying. However, the decline between December and January was 
much smaller this year than a year earlier. The following figures illustrate 
these points:

The second largest reduction occurred in construction employment. 
Construction is, of course, very susceptible to winter conditions. However, 
it is worth noting that at the height of the winter season, in December and 
January, construction employment declined much less this winter than in 
1967-68. The following statistics show this :

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A similar comparison can be made with regard to agricultural 
employment. Agriculture also is highly sensitive to seasonal influences. 
The December-January decline this year (16,000) was considerably smaller 
than the one last year (28,000), or the year before (34,000). 


Besides the below-average seasonal decline in employment, an equally 
important development of the last month was the improvement in the 
unemployment situation. Just as the seasonal reduction in employment 
was one of the smallest on record for the time of year, the seasonal 
increase in the number of unemployed persons was also one of the smallest 
on record. Consequently the seasonally adjusted unemployment rate went 
down to 4.35 per cent) or the labour force, from 47euper-cent. in cne 
previous month. This was a substantial reduction from the high unemployment 
rates that prevailed since the fall of 1967.

As the above table would indicate, seasonally adjusted unemployment 
rates have been falling for the last three months, but a large decline of 
one-half of one per cent 1S rather remarkable. , It 1s,)however, too 
early to say if this represents a reversal of ‘the trend un lunenploymnence. 


= During the November-January period the seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate in the U.S. remained unchanged at 3.3 per cent. 
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Present Position Relative to Last Year 


The 324,000 increase in employment since January 1967 was 
substantially higher than similar increases in the past several years. 
As much as three-fifths of it was contributed by manufacturing (106,000), 
and community, business and personal service (90,000). 


These industries have been the main source of strength in the 
employment situation in recent months. The employment in manufacturing 
has shown a steady upward trend after declining for almost a year. The 
employment in manufacturing industries had consistently remained below 
the level of the previous year since August 1967. It began to rise 
above the previous year's level in June 1968, and, with one minor 
exception (in August 1968), has continued to remain at a high level. 
Much of this new strength can be attributed to the manufacturing of 
durable goods in Ontario (particularly the automotive products). 

Lately the manufacturing of non-durable goods in Quebec has also added 
to the employment gains in manufacturing industries.

Community, business and personal service industries have been noted for 
the large additions to the number of employed persons in Canada. For many 
years they have contributed more to employment growth than any other group 
of industries. The continuing concentration of population in metropolitan 
and major urban areas has provided a viable base for the supply of manpower 
in service industries, as well as large markets in which services can be 
sold. Since service industries employ large numbers of women, urbanization 
and the attendant change in social attitudes have also made it possible 
for an increasing number of women to find jobs outside their homes.

Wages and Salaries 


Average weekly wages and salaries in non-agricultural industry were 
8.1 per cent higher in November 1968 than one year earlier. This was 
the highest year-over-year increase for any month of 1968, and 
maintained the general trend toward faster growth in wages which 


occurred throughout 1968.

INTRODUCTION 


The Canada Manpower Bulletin attempts to 
provide a monthly manpower information and 
analysis service. This bulletin contains brief 
comments on current economic conditions, and 
labour market developments. A small compendium 
of manpower statistics is also included. 
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CURRENT DEMAND FACTORS 


Another move to control inflationary forces in the economy was made at the 
end of February with the increase in the Bank Rate from 63 per cent to 

7 per cent. This was followed by a widespread increase in prime lending 
fates of chartered banks and other financial institutions. Like the increase 
of Bank Rate in late December, this latest development is aimed at further 
reducing the expansion of credit in the economy, through an increase in the 
cost of borrowing. Thus, it is intended that some of the upward pressure 

on prices, at least that from the demand side of the market for goods and 
services, will be relieved. 


Although the year-over-year increase in the consumer price index slowed 
down during January and February, it is not expected that this is the 
beginning of a trend towards a lower rate of consumer price increase in the 
months ahead. On the contrary, there is reason to believe that consumer 
prices will experience strong upward pressure in the next few months. 

This pressure will be a result of a sharp rise in wholesale prices during 
the November to February period. After changing little in the previous 

12 month period, wholesale prices advanced by an average of 3 per cent on 

a year-over-year basis during this 4 month period. It is expected that the 
increase in wholesale prices will be passed on by the manufacturers to 
retail out kets.

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Other economic indicators showed an upward trend in the economy. 
Residential construction continued to set records with an annual rate of 
294,000 housing starts in February. This was the fifth month in a row in 
which the annual rate of housing starts exceeded 200,000, the level 
recommended by the Economic Council to meet Canada's housing needs in the 
1967-70 period. 


Canada enjoyed a favourable balance of trade in 1968, and has continued 
to do so in the first two months of 1969. Exports increased during February, 
though at a slightly lesser rate than in past months. The year-over-year 
increase of 12 per cent in exports was much larger than the 7 per cent 
increase in imports. 


Retail trade, picked up in.January .to,alevel almost.9 per centjzover 
the same month last year. This followed a rather disappointing increase of 
less than,4.per cent.in December. [he gain in oretailsalessin Ontario was 
by far,the most.significant at 13 per cent, while, Quebec .cained 5.4. percent 
compared to February of 1968. 


A negative current development was the 0.9 per cent decline in 
industrial production... Much of this decline ,occurred in capital intensive 
industries. The general trend of industrial production has been upwards 
for some months. This was the direst decline since Aucust 1963, butert 
remains. to be seen 1f Ehdis represents a2 basic ichanee in. chessttuation. 


EMPLOYMENT OUTLOOK 


The growth of the aggregate demand for goods and services, and the composition 
of that growth, influence changes in employment and unemployment. A continued 
expension of aggregate demand in 1969-70 augurs well for the growth of 
employment in that period. A number of economic indicators seem to suggest 
that the aggregate demand will continue to rise.

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Consumer expenditure on goods and services is the largest component of 
aggregate demand. It accounts for well over half of gross national expenditure. 
A small increase in consumer expenditure is, therefore, likely to exert a 
Significant upward pressure on the total economy. Although for 1968 as a whole, 
consumers did not increase their expenditures at an unusually high rate, there 
is some evidence to suggest that an acceleration of consumer spending took place 
in the second half of that year. Much of the increase in consumer demand has 
come from increased purchases of durable goods and services. Lately demand for 
non-durable goods also seems to be strengthening. If housing starts continue to 
increase at the rate at which they have been increasing in recent months, it is 
more than likely that the sale of furniture, appliances, household furnishings

and equipment will increase. All this, plus the labour-intensive nature of 
house-building activity, should help to increase the tempo of employment. 


Spending and income are inter-related. Indeed, they activate each other. 
The increase in disposable income was moderated by increased tax collections 
in the second half of 1968, but the ratio of savings to disposable income 
also declined during that time. Thus, consumer spending seems likely to 
continue at a high level. 


There are indications to suggest that, besides consumer spending, other 
components of aggregate demand will also continue to increase, and provide 
a Stimulus to employment. After declining for two years in a row, corporate 
profits (before taxes) were displaying a healthy rate of growth in 1968. 
It is needless to say that business investment depends on profit expectations 
and cost of borrowing money. While 1t is possible that rising interest rates 
will, in due course, temper the pace of investment, it is not likely that a 
reversal of investment trends will occur in the near future. Indeed, a number 
of economists think that the impact of the monetary measures introduced this 
winter would not be felt much before the beginning of 1970.

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The combined effect of these expansionary tendencies is beginning to be 
felt in the employment market. Although employment growth in 1968 as a 
whole was rather modest, significant signs of improvement were beginning to 
appear in the fourth quarter of that year. The first two months of 1969 have 
seen a further strengthening of the employment situation. This has been 
particularly evident in the service and manufacturing industries, the two 
largest employers of Canadian labour. Added to it are sizeable increases in 
construction and trade employment. It appears that, on the whole, employment 
growth in 1969 will exceed the level of last year by a wide margin. 


Unemployment levels have also started to go down. The high unemployment 

rates that prevailed in 1968 were the product of a slow growth in employment 
which raioed to keep pace with the increase in the labour force. This 
Situation is now changing. At noted above, employment growth is beginning to 
accelerate. The labour force growth on the other hand is moderating. The 
unusual expansion of the labour force in recent years has been the result of 
the post-war "baby-boom''. Almost all of this bulge has now taken place. 
In fact, the growth rate of the labour force will be related to a much reduced 
birth rate of the post baby-boom era, and a combination of such factors as net 
immigration and changes in the age-sex-specific participation rates. None of 
these factors are expected to change drastically in 1969. 


Opinion on the probable level of unemployment in 1969 is divided. Some 
economists are still of the view that it will exceed 5 per cent of the labour 
force. This is not consistent with the developments outlined in the foregoing 
paragraphs. At the present time, it seems unlikely that the overall unemployment 
rate for 1969 will exceed the 1968 level of 4.8 per cent, and may be considerably 
less: 
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CURRENT EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 


DEVELOPMENTS DURING THE MONTH 


The most significant development of the month was that, after dropping by 

a full one-half of one per cent in January, the seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate remained unchanged at 4.3 per cent of the labour force in 
February. This is important because some people were expecting a substantial 
rise at this time. If the strength displayed by the employment situation in 
recent months is maintained, unemployment rates during this year will not 
reach the haghflevels-attammed last syear<

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The steady low temperatures of January and February do not induce marked 
seasonal fluctuations in employment. Employment frequently goes down a 
little at this time of year. This year there was a slight carmor 147000 in 
the number of employed persons in Canada. It may be recalled that the seasonally 
adjusted estimates of employment have been generally moving upwards since August. 


LABOUR FORCE, EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT 
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Although total employment gains were modest, an increase of 19,000 in 
manufacturing employment is worth noting. This increase was about equally 
divided betweeen durable and non-durable goods. This is further evidence of 
the new strength of the non-durable sector which was noticed last month. 


Some reduction in employment did occur in trade and construction. Employment 
in these industries went down by 16,000 and 12,000 respectively. The drop in 
construction employment was much smaller than the comparable declines last 
winter or the.year.before. 


An interesting development of the month was that a relatively large number 
of additional labourers and unskilled workers (18,000) were hired for this time 
of year. The lack of skill in this occupational group exposes it to a larger 
degree of seasonal and cyclical change in employment than any other occupational 
group. Although not too much should be read into the developments of a single 
month, a sizeable gain in the employment of this group in the middle of winter 
is a good sign. 


PRESENT POSITION RELATIVE TO LAST YEAR 


It may be observed that, compared to a year earlier, employment growth exceeded 
labour force growth in February 1969. In effect there was a year-to-year drop 

in unemployment. The gap between labour force growth and employment growth has 
been closing steadily in recent months. This is illustrated below.

With 7,438,000 employed persons, the employment level in February was 
4.7 per cent higher than the same month one year ago. There has been a 
widening of the year-over-year increase in employment since December. Most 
of this growth in employment has come from the two largest employers of the 
Canadian labour force, namely the manufacturing and the service industries.

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The year-over-year growth rate in non-durable manufacturing was higher than that 
in durable manufacturing in February. Again, this adds to the evidence that, 
along with the durable goods, manufacturing of non-durable goods is also 
providing increasing employment opportunities. Among service industries, 
community, business and personal services contributed the bulk of the increase. 


The employment level for most of the occupational groups was higher in 
February 1969, than in February 1968. More than half of the year-over-year gain 
in employment represented additions to the managerial group, the professional 
and technical employees, and the craftsmen, production process and related 
workers. In relation to its’size, the°mandagerial group’ experienced the largest 
increase. The increase in the employment of craftsmen, production process and 
related workers is also significant because during most of 1968 this occupational 
group had failed to reach the employment levels that it had attained in 1967. 


The total number of unemployed persons jn February, 1969, was 9,000 lower 
than in February 1968. With the exception of persons 65 years of age or 
older, the unemployment rate for the various age groups was either unchanged, 
or lower than a year ago. The largest decline in the unemployment rate 
occurred in the 45 to 54 year age group. 


REGIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Generally the changes in employment in various regions conformed to the pattern 
of the change on the national scene. A number of minor changes between January 
and February contributed to small employment gains in Ontario, the Prairies and 
British Columbia. The over-all employment in Quebec declined stightly. ‘There 
was little change in the Atlantic region. 


Compared to a year ago, however, Ontario experienced by far the largest gain 
in employment (153,000). Most of the year-over-year growth of employment in 
Ontario was made up of gains in manufacturing, community, business and personal 
services, construction and trade. Quebec experienced a considerably smaller 
growth in employment (68,000) than did Ontario. Nevertheless, it should be noted 
that this represented an acceleration of the growth rate in recent months. 

The following figures bear this out.

As in Ontario, manufacturing and community, business and personal services were 
the main source of employment strength in Quebec; the manufacturing of non- 
durable goods is picking up at a good clip. 


Unemployment rates in various regions adhered to their normal ranking in 
February, with the Atlantic region on the top of the list, and the Prairies 
and Ontario vying for place at the bottom. Generally the Prairie region has 
the lowest unemployment rate, but severe winter conditions in that region tend 
to exert an upward pressure around this tine.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Canada Manpower Bulletin attempts to 
provide a monthly manpower information and 
analysis service. This bulletin contains 
brief comments on current economic conditions 
and labour market developments. A small 
compendium of manpower statistics is also 
included. 


> 


CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


The expectations for the Canadian economy in 1969 continue to remain 
expansionary. The National Accounts* for the fourth quarter of 1968 

and the Private and Public Investment in Canada, Outlook 1969** provide 
ample evidence of this tendency. The quarterly seasonally adjusted 
estimates of G.N.P. in real terms have shown a strong improvement, 
advancing by 2.6 per cent in the fourth quarter of 1968, compared to 

1.1 per cent ian the third quarter, and 133 per cent an tite seconc quar e., 
Moreover, the: gain’ of 2.6 per cent) an the fourth quarterwvas the Iarlcse 
since: the fiust quarter. o1 1966; 


This growth was widespread. Personal expenditures, government spending, 
a surge in housing investment, and a continued expansion in exports, all 
contributed to it. On the income side, there were strong increases in 
corporation profits, and in wages and salaries. Much of the 10 per cent 
increase in profits occurred in manufacturing industries which enjoyed an 
increase of 24 per cent. Total wages and salaries increased) by S.opcrmeen. 
in the fourth quarter, i:theslargése cain ysincesthestirst equarter of 1966. 
However, widespread employment increases contributed about as much to the 
increases in the total, wage ;ball as «did the-hrehereratestor pay. 


Demand factors in early 1969 continued to support the strength displayed 
by the economy in the fourth quarter of 1968. In February industrial 
production advanced 0.7 per cent after a short-lived slow-down in January. 
All of the advance in February occurred in manufacturing, particularly 
non-durables, bringing the index to a level 8 per cent higher than twelve 
months earlier. Almost all of this, 8 per cent gain ccecurred an the latter 
halt of thas period, 


External trade continued to maintain a high ratevor erowth 1m the fice 
quarter of thas year. Exports rose by 15.1 pér cent over the saneuqua ter 
last year, with the largest part of the growth accouited for by sales Uo 
the United States. Imports also increased, by [6-2 pericent.. leavin. 
Canada's trade surplus in the first quarter of 1969 almost unchanged from 
the same quarter last year at about $200 million. 


Housing starts in March, at a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
266,100 maintained the high level of Garlier months. (For tie firstequiagree: 
of 1969, this rate stood at 268,000, or 52 per cent higher than 17) ene tare 
quarter of 1968. 


Prices continued to increase in March, with both consumer and wholesale 
prices advancing strongly. The rate of consumer price increase had slowed 
down in January and February, but this trend was reversed in March with a 
3.9 per cent advance over the same month in 1968. Meanwhile, wholesale prices 
continued to maintain their recent high rate of advance after remaining 
virtually unchanged in the twelve month period prior to October.

As mentioned in an earlier edition of this Bulletin, it is very likely 
that these increases in wholesale prices will continue to be reflected 
in higher consumer prices in the months to come. 


INVESTMENT OUTLOOK FOR 1969 


Stimulated by the performance of the economy and increased profits, 
investment intentions have also increased considerably. The survey of 
Private and Public Investment in Canada shows that investment in 1969 will 
increase by $1.4 billion, or 9 per cent over the 1968 level. Construction 
investment, and investment in machinery and equipment are each expected to 
increase by about 9 per cent. If accomplished, the Capital investment 
programme planned for 1969 would represent the first significant year-over- 
year increase in investment since 1966. In both 1967 and 1968 total capital 
outlays rose by only about 2 per cent, and, if allowance is made for price 
increase, the real volume of investment activity probably declined in each 
year. 


Capital spending is expected to increase in all major sectors of the 
economy. Business spending and spending on social capital by institutions 
and government departments is expected to advance by nearly oper cent, 
Outlays for housing are expected to be about 12 per cent above those in 
1968. As can be seen in the table below, the most significant improvement 
may occur in business spending which had experienced slight declines over 
the past two years.

The increase in investment in the forest industry can be related to the 
strong recovery in wood products' prices during 1968. In manufacturing, 
a strong upturn in capital investment is planned in primary metals, auto 
production, petroleum refining, rubber, wood products and non-metallic 
minerals. The renewal of investment growth in the commerciatesecrorens; 


no doubt, a reflection of steady growth in consumer spending over the past 
few years. 


In comparing investment levels with employment growth over the 1958-68 
period, it was found that, on average, each million dollars of capital and 
repair expenditure was associated with additional employment for 12.4 persons. 
If we apply this ratio to the total $22 billion in capital and repair 
expenditures for 1969, the result is an increase in employment of about 


270,000. Should this increase in employment occur it would be the largest 
since..1966. 


The growth in intended investment in Canada during 1969 would seem to 
be appropriate,considering the expected growth of about 9 per cent in 
Gross National Product. However, the regional distribution of the increase 
in capital expenditures varies considerably and has implications for 
employment and unemployment. Quebec is expected to have only a 3 per cent 
increase in capital expenditures in 1969. This may have only a small 
effect in reducing high level of unemployment in that region. In 1968, 
the average unemployment rate in Quebec was 6.5 per cent. 


In the other regions, the growth of capital investment is more conducive 
to a favourable employment situation. Ontario, for example, with an 
unemployment rate of only 3.5 per cent, will enjoy a 16 per cent increase 
in capital investment over the 1968 level. A favourable growth in investment 
of 11 per cent is predicted for the Atlantic Region. This should have some 
effect in reducing this region's unemployment rate, which has been the 
highest in Canada for some time. The 7 per cent investment growth in the 
Pacific may have a similar effect on the 6 per cent unemployment rate in 
that region. In the Prairie Region a rather small investment growth of 
3 per cent should not place demand pressures on that Region's labour force, 
of which only 3 per cent was unemployed in 1968.

CURRENT EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 


DEVELOPMENTS DURING THE MONTH 


The most important development of last month was that the seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate went down to 4.2 per cent of the labour force. 
This rate has gone down more than one percentage point since June. 

Upward revisions of the forecasts of Canadian economic growth are beginning 
to take place, and there is reason to believe that increased economic 
activity would bring about further reductions in unemployment rate. The 
following figures illustrate the trend in recent months.

The decline in the total number of unemployed persons between February 
and March was rather large for this time of year. Usually the'number of 
unemployed persons shows little change, or experiences an increase during 
this time. Moreover, it is interesting to note that more than half of 
last month's decline in unemployment was attributable to adult workers 
35 to 44 years of age. 


Along with a large reduction in unemployment, a modest seasonal increase 
in employment also took place. Of the 33,000 newly employed persons, as 
many as 28,000 were teenagers and young adults between the ages of 14 and 
24. Most of the employment gains occurred in trade, and community, business 
and personal services. 


PRESENT POSITION RELATIVE TO LAST YEAR 


Compared to a year ago, the difference between the growth of population 

14 years of age and over, and the labour force growth, narrowed considerably 
in’ the first quarter of 1969, as shown by the following figures. To some 
extent it could be attributed to a slowing down of the growth rate of 
population 14 years of age and over; but to a greater extent it was the 
result of increased participation by the population in labour force activity

As a result of increasing employment opportunities, the year-over-year 
growth in employment exceeded the labour force growth in March. What is 
even more significant is the fact that the difference between employment 
growth and labour force growth was increasing. This is illustrated in the 
following table. If this trend continues, it will, of course, bring about 
further reductions of the unemployment rate.

As in previous months, most of the year-over-year employment gains were 
concentrated in service and manufacturing industries. These industries 
accounted for 60 per cent of the employment growth in March. Increased 
manufacturing activity contributed particularly to the recruitment of 
craftsmen, production process and related workers. With 80,000 new workers, 
this occupational group showed the largest year-over-year gain that it had 
experienced in several months. 


In*relatiron to its size, “however, “the *eroup Or professional and Lechnicay 
workers increased more than any other group. The increasing demand for 
professional and technical workers has been raising the employment of these 
workers above the level that prevailed last year. The following table 
demonstrates this.

While total employment exceeded the level of last year, the number of 
unemployed persons in March was considerably lower than the comparable 
figure last year. The 40,000 decline this year compares with increases of 
88,000 and 59,000 last year and the year before. It may be observed that 
all of the year-over-year drop in unemployment in March 1969 was among males 
in the 25-64 years age group. This was, in all probability, related to the 
growth of employment among craftsmen and production workers in manufacturing 
industries. 


The unemployment rate for craftsmen and production workers also went down 
to 8.0 per cent in the first quarter of 1969, from 9.1 per cent in the first 
quarter of 1968. It may be recalled that considerable concern had been felt 
at the increase in unemployment rate for this occupational group in recent 
years. This is the largest occupational group of the Canadian labour force. 
A small change in its unemployment rate means a big change in the number of 
unemployed Canadians. Moreover, there was some suspicion that an increase 
in the unemployment rate of this group meant that unemployment was beginning 
to advance beyond the unskilled workers who generally have high unemployment 
rates. However, after advancing for three years in a row, the unemployment 
rate for craftsmen and production workers is beginning to go down. 

The following statistics bear this out.

CURRENT EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 


SUMMARY 


The most significant point coming out of the latest Labour Force survey 
is evidence of continued employment strength. The upward trend that 
started last fall, has now lasted for eight months. The April figures 
show that the year-to-year gain is almost 5 per cent. 


There was also a marginal upward movement of unemployment, the seasonally 
adjusted rate moving from 4.2 per cent to 4.4 per cent. Too much significance 
should not be attached to a change of this magnitude in the seasonally 
adjusted rate, especially over a single month. It may reflect an unusually 
early rise in the number of summer job-seekers. . 


It may be worth noting that the unemployment rate is slightly lower than 


a year ago and is well below the April average of the past ten years. The 
relevant comparisons are as follows:

DEVELOPMENTS DURING THE MONTH 


The largest increase in the labour force occurred among the teenagers. 
They were responsible for more than 25 per cent of the total labour force 
growth between March and April. The older teenagers from universities and 
community colleges were starting to enter the labour market in the latter 
half of April. 


More than half of the increase in total labour force was contributed by 
women, who are entering employment in record numbers. The seasonally 
adjusted rate of women's participation in the labour force rose by a full 
percentage point to a record high of 36.0 per cent in April. 


Employment growth exceeded the labour force growth in April, and was wide- 
spread among various industries. With the coming of spring, the largest 
seasonal gain in employment occurred in agriculture. Substantial increases 
also occurred in the non-agricultural sector. The manufacturing of non-durable 
goods, and transportation, storage and communication provided about three 
quarters of the gain in non-agricultural employment. 


PRESENT POSITION RELATIVE TO LAST YEAR 
The employment level in April 1969 was 4.9 per cent higher than in April 1968. 


The distance between the two years' levels has been steadily growing since the 
beginning of this year. This is borne out by the following statistics.

Community, business and personal services, and manufacturing industries 
have been the main sources of this growth. In April these sources alone 
accounted for 65 per cent of the year-over-year gain in employment. 

Increasing employment opportunities in service industries have led to hiring 
of women in large numbers. By April, the employment of women had increased 
by 8.4 per cent over the twelve months. The employment of women is not 
confined to the young and the middle aged. As much as 59 per cent of the 
employed women in April 1969 belonged to the main child-bearing age of 20 - 44 
years. This compares with 57 per cent in April 1968. 


Increasing employment in manufacturing has meant an improvement in the 
employed situation of craftsmen, production process and related workers. 
For most of 1968 the employment level of these workers remained below the 


1967 level, but in 1969 a new upward trend started to emerge. This is shown 
below.

Among other occupations, large gains were registered in the professional, 
technical and managerial categories. Sophistication of business practices 
and management, technological advance and inter-disciplinary team work, and 
expanding functions of the government have all contributed to the growing 
demand for professional, technical and managerial talent. The following 
table compares the growth rate in these occupations with the over-all rate 
of employment growth in recent years.

REGIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Regionally, the largest increase in the number of employed persons between March 
and April, took place in Quebec; this followed a similar gain between February 
and March. These two months have been a welcome change after several successive 
declines in monthly employment figures in Quebec in 1968 and the first two 

months of 1969. Employment changes in 1968 were to some considerable extent a 
post-Expo phenomenon. A more normal pattern of growth seems to be developing 
now. As on the national scene, a large part of the employment increase in 

Quebec during the last month was attributable to the manufacturing of non-durable 
goods. Sizeable gains were also registered for agriculture, transportation, 
storage, communication and retail trade. 


Compared to a year earlier in April, the employment gain in Ontario was by 
far the largest in absolute terms. More than 43 per cent of the total year- 
over-year increase in the country as a whole was in Ontario. Compared to its 
size, however, British Columbia experienced the largest relative increase 
(nearly 8 per cent). In both these regions, community, business and personal 
services played a major role in raising the employment levels over the past 
twelve months.

CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


RECENT MONETARY POLICY MEASURES 


After repeated warnings about the dangers of persistent price and cost 
increases over the past year or so, officials in both Canada and the 
United States resorted to the use of anti-inflationary monetary policy 
at the end of 1968. The first policy measure, taken at (the end of 


December, was the increasing of the U.S. discount rate by the Federal 
Reserve Board, from 54 per cent to 54 per cent. (ofhis action was prompted 
by a widespread increase in prime lending rates of y: financial 
institutions. An increase in the Canadian bank rate occurred 


simultaneously with the U.S. action, and reflected the concern of the 
central bank over the persistence of inflationary cost and price increases. 


A further increase in the Canadian bank rate to 63 per cent occurred at 
the end of February. This move followed the increase in the British bank 
rate and preceded the re-funding of Federal Government bond issues carried 
out in mid-March. The increase in the bank rate was expected to occur 
shortly before the bond issue in order that the pricing of the bonds would 
prove attractive both to Canadian and U.S. buyers and would hold steady 
during the sale. The Federal Reserve Board discount rate was also increased 
at the beginning of April in response to a further increase in the prime 
lending rates in the U.S. 


An additional monetary measure was taken by the Bank of Canada on April 11th. 
This measure increased the minimum secondary reserves which chartered banks 
must hold, from 7 per cent to 8 per cent of deposit liabilities. While the 
chartered banks held a reserves cushion of about 2% per cent over and above 
the 7 per cent secondary reserve ratio, they are expected to maintain this 
margin. This will involve an accumulation of about $250 million in reserves 
before the June 1 deadline for the new ratio. Financing of security and 
investment loans, term plan business loans, and consumer loans are bearing 
the brunt of the increase in the reserve ratio, but the expansion of all 
lending has been affected to some degree. 


CURRENT DEMAND FACTORS 


The restrictive monetary policy measures taken between December and April 

by the Bank of Canada have made themselves only partially felt in the economy. 
Based on past experience, the effect of monetary restrictions designed to 
control the expansion of the money supply and the extension of credit may not 
be fully felt until the end of this year. As a result prices have continued 
to increase, and economic activity to expand.

In April, consumer prices advanced 1.1 per cent over the level of March, 
and 4.4 per cent since April 1968. This was the largest month-to-month increase 
in consumer prices since July 1967, and the largest year-over-year increase since 
March 1968. The major increases occurred in food, housing, health care and 
tobacco and alcohol. Increased taxes on the latter items accounted for 
20 per cent of the monthly increase in the price index. The March increase 
in the U.S. consumer price index was 0.8 per cent, the largest monthly increase 
in 18 years. 


As was indicated in the February edition of the Canada Manpower Bulletin, 
the sharp increase in consumer prices followed large increases in wholesale 
prices during the November to March period. During this period, wholesale 
prices increased by three per cent after remaining virtually unchanged in 
the previous 12 months. This increase, as well as other factors, should 
continue to exert upward pressure on consumer prices during the next few 
months. 


While data are not yet available on the performance of the total economy 
during the first quarter, there are indications that the advance in Gross 
National Product was a little more than half the record 2.6 per cent real 
growth in the fourth quarter of 1968. It is expected that the price change 
in GNP was about the same rate as the 0.8 per cent rise in the fourth quarter. 


Among other economic indicators, the index of industrial production 
maintained its earlier upward trend with a seasonally adjusted increase of 
1.6 per cent during March. This was the largest increase in nine months, 
following a smaller but nonetheless significant increase in February. The 
bulk of the growth in March occurred in manufacturing, with both durables 
and non-durables showing widespread gains. Much of the gain in durables 
occurred in auto production after the February shutdown for re-tooling for 
a sub-compact model. 


In spite of the gains in February and March the seasonally adjusted index 
of industrial production showed only a 1.4 per cent gain in the first quarter 
over the previous quarter. This was due to the decline of nearly 1 per cent 
in January, the first in five months. 


Retail trade is also showing strength. In February, retail trade 
experienced a seasonally adjusted advance of more than two per cent over the 
January level, after showing virtually no change in the previous two months. 
The significant gains occurred in automobile, clothing and furniture sales. 


Exports, which showed a year-to-year increase of 15 per cent during the 
first quarter, advanced by only 2 per cent in April over the same month last 
year. Imports, however, continued to show large gains in April, comparable 
to the 16 per cent year-to-year gain of the first quarter. This larger 
increase in imports relative to exports resulted in the first monthly trade 
deficit in over 20 months. The major factor in the smaller export growth was 
a decline in new orders from the U.S. Most of the growth in the export market 
over the past year or so has originated from that country. The tapering-off 
of economic expansion in the U.S. and the settlement of various industrial 
disputes there has affected the growth of orders for Canadian products. 


Housing starts in April advanced to an annual rate of 267 thousand units, 
slightly above the level in March, and about 34 per cent above the high level 
of starts during April 1968. For the first four months of this year actual 
housing starts were more than 40 per cent above the starts a year earlier. 
Building permits for non-residential construction have shown some strengthening 


in the four months up to January after a mediocre performance during August 
and September. 


Productivity gains in 1968 were well above average. The output per man- 
hour in the commercial sector of the economy increased by 4.3 per cent 
compared to an average annual increase of 3.7 per cent over the 1961 to 
1968 period. Goods producing industries increased their output per man-hour 
by 6.2 per cent, while in the commercial service producing industries the 
gain was 2.1 per cent. Both of these gains were higher than in previous 
years. While the level of economic activity has maintained strength in the 
first few months of 1969, there are indications that the strong productivity 
gains of 1968 are not being maintained.
